The 1804 silver dollar, represented here by the Davis-Hale 
specimen, is one of the greatest rarities among United States 
coins, and is eagerly sought by numismatists. Specimens sel¬ 
dom come on the market—the Davis-Hale coin was last sold 
in 1890—and each is pedigreed. This is the only item in the 
sale not belonging to Mr Singer, who has permitted it to be 
included in the catalogue. It is sold by order of R. H. Mull, a 
nephew of the late R. C. Davis, who was the previous owner.

The piece is undoubtedly the rarest of the American silver series— 
not only that, 'but it must remain so, as the dies are no longer in 
existence. Judging from my own experience, I believe that the pui 
chaser of an 1804 dollar, or any one of many of the rarest of Amer¬ 
ican coins, ha.s no guarantee that the son of some future director ui 
chief coiner of the Mint will not. at an unexpected moment, pla<.‘‘" a 
quantity on the market. “What man has done man may do”: and th* 
ways of the Mint of the United States are past finding out, though 
tranaartjtioos. .such as restriking 1«04 dollars, 1827 tjuarter dollars, and 
tare half cents, and sp^'ctilaJiori.i in experimenta'i roins designed, 
engraved, and struck at thi '-Ap* !.-!

In these days of inve.''tigation. an inqidrv i:ito the past operations of 
the Mint at Philadelphia, or rather into the past I'onduci of some of it? 
olficials, would, if properly conduoted, be fruitful in results; and if 
pr^iperly reported, would furnish what lloriice (Ireeley used to call 
•• mighty interesting reading.” 

As Government is fond of illustrating its reports, as a frontispiece, i'- 
suggested a view of a son of a late ofllcial of the Mint, as he appeared 
at the store of the writer, when on a peddling expedition from Philadel¬ 
phia to Boston, he drew from his pocket rolls of “ God our Trust” pat¬ 
terns, and urged their purchase at wholesale, after sundry sets had been 
disposed of at one hundred dollars each to collectors of rare coins, with 
the assurance that only a very few had been struck, and that the dies 
were destroyed. Shoul^, however, an investigation be ordered, it is to 
be hoped it will not be entrusted to that committee 'syhich requires til8 
sets of the goloid coinage, costing nearly .* 4,000 for metal alone, before 
it can decide whether to recommend the acceptance or rejection of the 
most stupid humbug and stupendous swindle that has lately been hon¬ 
ored with official attention.

Ihe 1804 dollar has long been considered, numisroatically speaking, j 
as the king of coins. To this distinction it is no longer entitled. It is a | 
fact that the collector who can “ stand the charge ” can now obtain ^ any I 
time an 1804 dollar with certainty and with but little delay. A few years | 
ago W'e W'ere able t() name and locate every 1804 dollar; tliis can no longer } 
be done, as they appear to be constantly coming to light. Careful com- ' 
parison shows that these recently discovered dollars are genuine, hence » 
it is obvious that they come from l)ut one source, and that the only source I 
possible; tliey turn U]. at unexpected joints. One sold not long ago wa« ? 
said to have been purchased in Germany; another one, claimed to be gen- f- 
tiine, was sold in Germany but a lew days since; another was recently ^ 
biought to me b}' a distinguished collector, who was silent as to his sourc< 
of sui)ply, but the dollar was obviously geruiiue and in almost proof con § 
dition. Others can be mentioned, but the facts here stated point to 
sun-eptiUous issue of this rare dollar, tlie dies of which still exist? 
although the announcement has -been repeatedly made that all oh^ 
TJ. S. dies have been destroyed. Xiimismatists may look for furth( 
developments on this subje(;t. In the nu;antime, they will remember the 
the 1804 dollar since 1804 has been twice struck and reissued from th 
United States Mint, once under some sort of authority, and ag.ain by private 
euterpiTse.

The type of the obverse of this Dollar was introduced in 
1795, the reverse in 1798, a comlnnation whidi was con¬ 
tinued from 1798 to 1804, when the design was discontinued 
and the coinage of this value ceased until 1836. A promi¬ 
nent distinction of this Dollar —- in addition to the beaded 
tjorder — is the bottom oi the figure 4 (technically known as 
the ceriph), which to be symmetrical should correspond 
with the same part of the figure 1. But it differs in this 
respect: the i tapers off from the upright as it approaches 
the bottom horizonul line (±1 while the upright of the 4 
passes to the line without the slightest curve or turn ( J_ )• 
These marked features.— in the beading and the ceriphs,— 
may be counted as infallible tests in esUblishing the true 
and precious issue of this year. Here is, in my judgment, 
clear evidence of partnership in the finishing <A the dies. 

The earliest positive information we have of the Dollar 
of 1804 comes to us through Messrs. Eckfeldt & Dubois, 
Assayers of the Mint of the United States, in their publica¬ 
tion of 184a, and from the late Matthew A. Stickney, of 
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i8o4 dollar. 


Salem, Mass., who received his example from the officers 
of the' Mint in 1R43, in trade for other coins ; he wrote an 
interesting account of its acquisition to the Journal of 
Numismatics, August, 1^67, after he had received an offer 
of ^j,ooofor his prize, which he refused. He was unques¬ 
tionably the first Collector to posse.ss one. 

To Mr. Nexsen, well known as an expert authority, who 
has accurately recorded in the Journal every known speci¬ 
men, I desire to acknowledge with thanks my personal 
appreciation of his kindness in allowing the use of his care¬ 
fully prepared register, which he generously tendered me. 

The following list is made up from his record ; in the form 
it is here printed, 1 believe it gives for the first time a com¬ 
plete account of the thirteen known pieces, in the chron¬ 
ological order of their appearance, with their changes of 
ownership until the present time, so far as known :

The last four pieces comprise a set of the at one time famous, 
hut now infamous, ”God our trust” pattern pieces. It would he hard 
to imagine anything more disgraceful in the conduct and management 
of a great institution like the United States Mint, than the paltry 
means hy which collectors were compelled to pay enormous prices for 
these pieces. A single fact, plainly stated, id.ll give force to this 
remark: A young man, who said to me that he was the son of the prin¬ 
cipal officer of the mint, accompanied hy another employee of the 
mint, called on me in Roxhury, and tried hy urgent persuasion to 
induce me to huy a number of these patterns, declaring that hut few 
had been struck, and that no more could, by any possibility, get out 
of the mint. The pieces offered to me were in silver as well as 
copper; and knowing that the dies were paid for, and that the machin¬ 
ery of the mint is owned hy the United States, I have always been 
curious to know whether or not the bullion used was as cheaply obtained 
by the young peddler, as was the use of the dies and machinery. This 
set, purchased from Judge Putnam, cost Mr. Ely $60.00.“

of the U. S. at Philadelphia; bronze, proof. 50. General Washington 
received a medal for driving the British out of Boston. Gen. Winfield 
Scott, better known as Old Puss and Feathers, received two National 
Medals; Gen. Taylor received three; so far as I remember just now, 

Gen. Grant remains content with one; while the gallant Colonel A* 
Loudon Snowden revels and rejoices in no less than four; for what act 
of valor or heroism these were conferred (if conferred), history 
remains silent. The handsome view of the institution mentioned on the 
reverse of this fine medal, leads us to suspect that this one at least 
may refer to the capture of the U. S. Mint. What ai*e the other three 
for? still remains an unanswered conundrum; they may be had like 
oysters ”in every style” at the Colonel»s place on Chestnut Street, 
Philadelphia. 
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
